Goki--electri£ying 
your Odyssey

Picture yourself out in front of any Odyssey 
class: You've been leading the pack from the 
start. You and your Odyssey have become one 
force driving toward one goal...the checkered 


flag. But, because of some un- 
known reason you kill the motor. 

The first reaction is panic! 
Now that you have gotten that 
out of the way, you've got to pull your- 
self together. 

After you've unbuckled yourself, 
gotten out, pulled the starter rope 
eight times to get it fired up again, 
climbed back in, buckled up and 
taken off, you've just lost the race. 

There has got to be a better way! 
Yes, there is...Goki! Huh? Goki's Elec- 
tric Start Kit! Got your attention? 

Back in 1977, when the Odysseys 
were first introduced, Al Goodson and 
his partner, Bear Kirsch, thought to 
themselves, "We've got to have one of 
these." Since they'd been in the motor- 
cycle business seemingly forever, they 
were able to tinker with the Odyssey by 
applying their knowledge. : 


Electric starting was the way to go. 
Since Yamaha had a 125 Enduro with 
an electric starter, they quickly bought 
all the components and started to ap- 
ply this to their Odyssey. However, due 
to lack of horsepower, the starter was 
unable to crank the motor. After 
many unsuccessful attempts, the star- 
ter went up in smoke. 

Bosch is where the next starter 
system came from. Due to the system 
being so big, application was ex- 
tremely tough but worked. This is 
where the wheels start turning. 

"Many of our friends had seen the 
starter and said, 'Hey, this would be 
great for our wives, kids, and one 
thing led to another," remembers 
Goodson. "Since we have a machine 
shop, we designed and manufactured 
the parts and the castings." 

By 1980, Goki's main goal was to 
supply the Odyssey owner with a com-

plete package that would bolt right on 
— everything, less battery. Oddly 
enough, Goki didn't go out to the 
various recreational parks or tracks 
and promote their new found woun- 
der; word of mouth took care of that. 

When you purchase a Goki Electric 
Start Kit, the first thing you will notice 
is the quality of the components. 
Nothing is spared, as quality is spot 
on. The kit contains the main starter 
casting, cranking motor mount flange, 
cranking motor, ring gear, starting 
solenoid, all the wiring, starting switch, 
battery box, speed hub spacer, detailed 
instructions and a complete nuts and 
bolts package along with two Allen 
wrenches. 

Something else you will notice — 
which in many cases is a main con- 
cern, especially when you're ordering 
by mail — is the instructions, the most 
complete set of instructions you could 
ask for. Goki holds your hand right 
through the entire process and never 
assumes the buyer knows anything 
about taking his Odyssey apart. 

The instructions also come with four 
pages of illustrations that show the 
buyer where every nut and bolt goes. 
Instructions are in three parts: Part 
one — Engine removal, starter kit 
assembly, engine reinstallation; Part 
two — Solenoid, battery box and star- 

‘ting switch installation; Part three — 
Electrical connections. Then there is 
the final check list, to insure and 
remind you that everything is just 
right. 

By followin Goki's instructions to a 
“T,” it should take only about two 
hours to complete the project, if you 
know nothing about taking apart an 
odyssey. If you know your Odyssey in- 
side and out, it should take you not 
more than 45 minutes. 

The starter unit weights 11 pounds,

not counting battery. Goki recom- 





mends a Yuasa-12N14-3A, Wiseco- 
RB-9 or F.B.-YBl4L. The price is 
$179. 

There are two areas to consider, 
however: One, will 11 pounds hurt 
your performance? If you're the full- 
blown racer type conscious of weight, 
it might make a difference, but only in 
your head. But then again, it only 
takes one time stalling the motor and 
losing valuable time getting in and out 
of your Odyssey to cure that. If you 
just drive for recreational fun, whether 
it be in the sand dunes or turning your 
wife lose and/or son/daughter, you 
shouldn’t be without one. It’s just a 
matter of pushing a button, and 
presto, you're off having fun. 

The second consideration is price, 
*179 which goes up to *198 March 31 
due to inflation. Investment is the best 
way to look at it. Weighing your 
priorities, do you want to have fun all 
day, or do you want to spend part of 
that time getting in and out starting 
your motor? 

The Goki starter kit is like a 
microwave oven. It only takes one time 
pushing that button, saving time and 
enjoying it that you come to realize, 
"How could I have lived without it?" 

If you're thinking about upgrading 
your Odyssey, the electric start kit 
should be at the top of your list. A 
couple other notes should be taken. If 
at anytime your starter fails, you still 
have the option of using your pull star- 
ter, which is not disconnected when 
the electric starter is put on. Goki 
backs their product 100%. Al and 
Bear have ^n their minds quality 
products, easy application and 
customer service. The bottom line — 
SATISFACTION GUARANTEED.

Bohle's dash for 
cash at Corona

CORONA, CA, FEB. 21 


A beautiful sunny Sunday and $1500 in cash 
was all that was needed to bring in speedway 
karters for the first running of the “Dash for 
Cash," put on by Corona Raceway, near 


Riverside. 


The entry list included 91 
drivers in four classes that read 
like the "Who's Who" of dirt 
kart racing. Names like Mike 
Berg, Lee Hatch, Phil Passalacqua, 
David Sandiford, Donny Smallwood 
and Chuck Pittenger were seen 
throughout the busy pits. But of all 
the superb drivers on the track, Ray 
Bohle certainly deserves credit for his 
great performances in both Amateur 
Light and Amateur Heavy. In a great 
display of sportsmanship and consis- 
‘tency, Bohle drove around people all 
day to take home first place money in 
Light and third in Heavy. 


The program included four classes 
— Amateur Light (38 entries), Jun- 
iors (15), Amateur Heavy (24) and 
Duals (15). The first heat was run 
based on a two-lap time trial with the 
fastest at the front and the finishing 
order inverted, to set the grid order 
for the semi. The line-up for the 
main event was determined by the 
drivers' finishing positions in the 
first two races with the top finishers 
in front. 


The first class was divided into 
three races, the first of which was a 
battle between Steve Greenland and 
Dave Gang. After the fourth lap, 
Gang picked off Greenland and Steve 
Hamilton, Skip Lee and John Car- 


bone followed them to the checkered. 
Don Schafer and Dale Durbin were 
first and second for almost the entire 
second race, with Dan Lizardo com- 
ing from way back and taking third 
from Tom Nields, with fifth going to 
Gary Ferguson of the Desert Kart 
Works. 

Dirt racing is not without its roll- 
overs with the third race being re- 
started for the first time of the day. 
Tracy Van Blargen was the star of 
this race as he drove hard from a rear 
pack start, getting all but the first 
three karts. Only Passalacqua and 
Ron McQuillin beat him to the flag. 

Next were the super hot Juniors. 
Bridgestone's Hatch led for the first 
few laps but was passed by Berg as 
they both went into turn one under 
the yellow. Hatch's feelings were made 
known to the flagman on the next lap 
but the race went on. Both drivers 
were running way ahead of the rest of 
the pack and as they both overtook a 
lapped kart, Berg pressed a little hard 
going for the inside line in turn three 
and heading wide into the marbles. 
Hatch was able to stay down low 
with just enough time to slip into 
first. Berg was disqualified for pass- 
ing under the yellow, as Darren Law 
drove the beautiful Law Imports 
Special into second, followed by Bryan 
Moreno, James Bunce and Mike 
Casteel. 





Twenty-two karts started in Ama- 
teur Heavy as Chuck Pittenger, from 
Pitts Performance, smoked almost 
everybody in this class. Ray Bohle 
was hot after him in second, followed 
by Duncan “Landshark” Emmons, 
Joe Granatelli and custom painter 
Pete Santini. 

The Duals fired up next with the 
nicely set up kart of David “Snake” 
Sandiford being the story this time. 
Smallwood was charging hard in 
second and actually seemed to have 
more speed every lap going into turn 
three, but Sandiford’s line kept him 
from going in as hard as he could 
have. Smallwood was going in so 
hard that he rear-ended Sandiford 
several times trying to set up his drift. 
The “Snake” from Speedway Supply 
held on with brother Donny Small- 
wood in third, with Jim Porter and 
Ron DiDonato fourth and fifth. 

The semi in Amateur Light was 
first led by Debbie Pittenger, but 
Bohle made an inside move on her in 
turn one and had a substantial lead 
on the pack by the fifth lap. Donovan 
Faust followed in third, with Jim 
Kirkpatrick and flyin’ Rod Hetrick 
close behind. Kirkpatrick nosed out 
Faust inside turn one, then moved 
outside of Pittenger on the next lap. 
As the checkers came out, it was 
Bohle, Kirkpatrick, Faust, Pittenger. 

Jeff Johnson, from the Kart Shop, 
led the complete Junior Semi after 
the inverted start and was pressed the 
whole way by Super Dyne’s Passa- 
lacqua. Berg drove splendidly from 
his last starting spot into third, with 
Tammy Montgomery and Mike Cas- 
teel in hot pursuit. Hatch was out for 
a bit with a broken throttle cable, but 
was able to finish 10th. 

The inverted start order for the 
Amateur Heavy semi was a zoo. First 
place finishers were supposed to be in 
the back, but champions can’t handle 
that kind of challenge as Pittenger 
snuck into mid-pack on the line-up 
laps, causing a restart. The idea is to 
give everybody an equal chance, and 
it did, as Dale Filkins led for a while. 
John Tipps, Pete Santini and Bob 
Alderman were right there until Bill 
Plumlee and Bohle started working 


their way into the front spots. Pit- 
tenger was fast, but Santini, Plumlee 
and Bohle beat him to the flag, fol- 
lowed by Duncan Emmons, Filkins 
and Tipps. 

Before the karts could get lined up 
for the Dual semi, someone lost both 
front wheels! So that’s what those 
cotter pins are for! Ron DiDonato led 
the way with David Goodwill, Small- 
wood, Malcolm Smith and Mike 
James chasing his beautiful Bug 
Wasp. 

The stage was set for the heads-up 
battles in the main events, with Ama- 
teur Light going off first. These boys 
had dollar signs in their eyes and 
weren’t giving any breaks. Smallwood 
was out in front, but he couldn’t con- 
vince Steve Hamilton of it, as he was 
right there. Going into turn three, 
they got tangled with Smallwood 
getting bounced on his head. Tom 
Nields from Motive Systems and Bohle 
had been trailering through the pack 
and were in third and fourth at the 
red flag. With Smallwood out, that 
left Bohle, Nields and Hamilton 
leading the restart. Don Schafer had 
gotten around Tracy Van Blargen for 
a fourth with Skip Lee finishing 
sixth. 

The Junior main was obviously 
going to be a little high strung as 
everybody was jumping the start. 
After the fifth pace lap, the starter 
threw the flag at the line-up. 

This caused a huge pile-up with 
karts going in every direction. Out 
came the red and out came the drivers 
for some very serious words about 
how to start a race. By now motors 
were heating up, not to mention the 
dads. 

Hatch shot out in front of the pac- 
ing pack and raced to the start line, 
slid sideways off the track, and fur- 
iously tipped the kart up on the side 
pointing out some mechanical prob- 
lem. Working feverishly, the pack 
came around again. This time noone 
anticipated a start and out went the 
green. Bryan Moreno led with Jeff 
Johnson from the Kart Shop, Passa- 
lacqua, Mike Casteel, Berg and Darren 
Law setting the pace. 

Quite a battle was going on for the 
first four places as Passalacqua had 
moved into second, with Berg driv- 
ing into fourth behind Johnson. Berg 
was cruising but Passalacqua was in 
first and Johnson by now had edged 
into second. Berg was black-flagged 
on lap three for rough driving but 
stayed on the track. It was a wild race 
and ended with Passalacqua, Moreno, 
Johnson, Casteel and Law. 

Amateur Heavy was fired, and Pit- 
tenger led from flag to flag. Santini 
wasn’t far behind, then Bohle, Mike 
Dickeson, Duncan Emmons and 
Tipps. Dickeson got around Bohle 
then Santini. The order under the 
flag was Pitts, Santini, Bohle, 
Emmons, Plumlee, Joe Granatelli, 
Tipps and Dickeson. 

DiDonato copied Pittenger’s form 
in Duals with Smallwood, Goodwill 
and Smith following in the early 
laps. Mike Beam was running very 
strong but wasn’t able to finish well 
all day. When the checkered flag 
came out Smith had changed places 
with Goodwill for third, with Jim 
Porter fifth. 

It was a great day on the dirt, and 
the event was well run by the staff of 
Corona Raceway, including Ray 
Weisberg. As the season opener and 
the first annual “Dash For Cash," 
this event clearly showed why such 
interest has developed in speedway 
karting. ATV

Race Karts scream 
again through 
Long Beach

Following up on their very well received 
inaugural racing exhibition event at the 
1981 Toyota GP of Long Beach, the dual- 
motored “TPS” karts will be back on the 


streets again, April 2-4. 


The 1982 Bridgestone Chal- 
lenge event will feature the 
cream of the crop of Pro-Expert 
karting drivers from across the 





nation. Heading the star-studded 





driver's list are Lynn Haddock, Kathey 
Hartman and Scott Pruett. Haddock, 
a 29-year-old professional kart racer 
from Chattanooga, TN, is the winn- 
ingest driver in kart racing with over 
40 national titles listed under his

name. 

Hartman hails from Montrose, CA, 
andis runner-up to Haddock in total 
number of national karting titles. 
Ms. Hartman is a surgical nurse and 
does a great deal of the motor devel- 
opment on her mounts. Her hus- 
band, John Hartman, is one of the 
foremost constructors of kart racing 
chassis and equipment. His invol- 
vement in karting goes back 25 years 
to the very beginnings of the sport. 

Scott Pruett, of Roseville, CA, is 
another multi-titled champion. Pruett 
is a team driver for Bridgestone and 
finished second in last year's Bridge- 
stone Challenge. 

The machines are full laydown 
road racing karts powered by twin 
100cc motors that produce approxi- 
mately 20 horsepower each. Couple 
over 40 horsepower with a 425 Ib. 
all-up (driver included) weight, fron- 
tal area only slightly larger than the 
Sunday New York Times, a three- 
quarter inch ground clearance, four 
to eight inch wide Bridgestone full 
out gumball tires and some scaled- 
down aero-tricks gleaned from their 
Formula One “elders,” and you've 
got all the makings of an Ocean 
Boulevard thrill show. ATV

Thenew American Sand Racing Association 
three-wheel classes developed this year has 
certainly sparked a great deal of interest with 
the motorcycle enthusiasts around the coun- 


try. Five new Pro-Bike classes, 
all categorized by engine dis- 
placement, were the center of 
attention during the off-season, 
and now they are a reality and begin- 
ning to grow. With the three Junior 
ET classes and the 16 regular ET 
classes, all, of course, open for three- 
wheelers and drag bikes, the impact 
and popularity they’ ve made on sand 
drags is becoming very evident. 
Although the 1982 season is only 
three months old, six points meets, 
most of which were ET class events, 
— already been logged into the 
k 


s. 

The latest National ASRA points 
event took place at Glamis’ Interna- 
tional Sandway, the most popular 
off-road sand pile in the world. It was 
the “Winter Sand Nationals,” spon- 
sored by S196-FM and MollyMate. 
Nearly perfect weather greeted a record 
number of entriesanda record number 
of spectators for the two-day shoot- 
out. 

Virgil Pontes has been holding 
down the number one spot in the top 
Pro-Bike class, AA/PB, with his 
1200cc turbo Kawasaki. Pontes expe- 
rienced the ride of his life this day 
most of which took place without his 
bike. As he was about to cross the 
finish line during his final, the front 
tire got crossed up a tad, and when he 
corrected and unloaded the throttle at 
the same time, it pitched right, Virgil 
left, and moving about 65 mph, things 
began to happen quite rapidly from 
that point on. Hitting the ground 
about three times, Pontes lay motion- 
less in the middle of the track, provid- 
inga few anxious moments for every- 
one watching. But, after a few min- 
utes he was up, walking around and 
looking for his bike, which had 
coasted off to the sidelines. Happy to 
report that Pontes suffered only a 
mild concussion and is on the mend, 
making ready for the May 8 Glamis 


night drags. Pontes had won his class 
each time out so far this year, and is 
currently holding down the number 
three spot in the overall points stand- 
ings in Pro-Bike. 

Two three-wheel riders who also 
have contributed in forming the new 
bike classes, run in B/PB and they 
met one another in their finals. Keith 
Ahart and Michael Coles. Ahart 
started out competing with a two- 
wheeler, but opted for a more stable 
ride on three last season and has built 
one of the more consistant machines 
currently in competition. As Coles 
sat on a two-wheeler, he drew the red- 
light against Ahart in B/PB finals. It 
was 4.808/63.934 clocking for Ahart 
to a red-light 4.993/70.868 for Coles. 

In C/PB, Cliff and Charles Clupper, 
a father and son team and Don Smith 
provided all the competition in their 
class. After receiving the bye in the 
first round, Smith red-lighted against 
Charles Clupper, giving Clupper the 
win, turning a 5.050/63.630 and 
claiming that ET as a new record for 
the newly established class as well. 

veranxiousness prevailed again in 
D/PB, as John Nicholas red-lighted 
his chances of winning away against 
steady Bob Sechi. Sechi, number four 
overall in the points competition, 
clicked off a 5.571/54.413 to Nicho- 
las; red-lighting 5.748/57.312. 

The regular ET classes (formerly 
known as bracket racing) at Glamis 
also produced a record number of 
entries, as 99 vehicles of all types 
qualified all day Saturday for a spot 
in one of the 16 eliminator classes. 
Each driver was allowed three passes 
with the lowest ET of the three deter- 
mining what class he or she would 
compete in during the eliminations 
on Sunday.

Cars, ET Classes, Junior’s, everyone.

Close finishes were the case in both three-wheel 
classes at the Fourth Annual Indoor Motocross 
double-header, sponsored by Trail-Way Speed- 
way and Covenant Mutual Insurance Company. 





The event was held on the some- 
what small (40x80 yards) floor of 
the old confines of the State Farm 
Show Arena. The three-wheelers 
were part of a program that had 680 
riders pre-entered for the two-day 
show, from 16 states plus Canada. 


SATURDAY: 

The 125s provided some close racing 
on Saturday night, as Todd Paules 
grabbed the lead before the first of two 
five-foot jmps, followed by John Rowe, 
#97, (I'm sorry, but I don't have his 
name on the sheets I received), John

Mock and Philip Moore. Rowe took 
the lead heading for the big jump on 
the second lap, while Eric Kreider 
moved up to challenge Mock and 
Moore for fourth during the middle 
portions of the race. 

With three laps remaining, Paules 
was challenging Rowe for the lead and 
went off the side of the big jump, in- 


stead of over it, loosing several lengths. . 


Meanwhile, Kreider was moving up 
steadily, picking off riders in the 
whoops before the finish line. With 
two laps left, Kreider had moved into 
third and was gaining. Paules’ hand 
slipped off the throttle on the last lap, 
letting Kreider into second. Kreider 
really made up time on the last lap, 
again especially in the whoops, but lost 
to Rowe by half a length.

Meanwhile, Kreider got 
his traditional slow start, moving into 
fourth by halfway and doing most of 
his passing again in the whoop-de- 
doos. Kreider moved into the second 
spot on lap seven and passed Mock for 
the lead on the next lap in the whoops, 
holding on to win by a few yards. 

Moore led the Open final, with 
Blalock, William Carson, Edwards 
and Ted Trey switching spots among 
themselves.

Pismo Beach 
saved to ORV use 
— for now

SANTA BARBARA, CA, FEB. 18 


The State Coastal Commission 
has declined — at least for now 
— to impose a moratorium on 
the use of off-road vehicles at 
Pismo State Beach. That's the good 
news; the bad news is that after hear- 
ing from the public, proand con, and 
having a guided tour of the dunes, 
every Commissioner wanted to close 
the dunes permanently. 

Luckily for dune users, it is illegal 
for the Coastal Commission to close 
any property; it’s not allowed under 
the Coastal Act. The Commission 
called for fast action on a plan to 
control what was described as ‘‘auto- 
motive choas” in the dune and beach 
areas of San Luis Obispo County. 
The proposed moratorium was heat- 
edly debated on Thursday, Feb. 18, at 


the county administration building 


in Santa Barbara. 

The hearing was on the San Luis 
Obispo County coastal land use plan. 
The Commission sent back to the 
county the full plan and called for a 
modified plan to impose severe res- 
trictions on dune users. All Commis- 
sioners indicated they wanted a 
moratorium, until a management 
plan could be put into effect. 

Ray Gorman, legal adviser for the 
commission, said S.L.O. County 
could impose a closure under its 
General Police Powers; however, they 
cannotexercise this authority on state 
property. It was quite a battle of tes- 
timony before the decision. 

Dune users were represented by 
Bob Barnes and Terry Hinkle of Fun 
Rentals in Oceano; Emil, Dave and 
Dana Minicucci of Sand Center; 
Dennis Addy, Oceano Rentals; Mike 
Bishop of Santa Barbara ATC club; 
Rance Lewis and Roy Sphuler of the 
California Association of 4-WD; Bill 
Salmon of CORVA; and Perry Kline 
of Flow It was quite evident that the 
motorcycle factories know how 
important keeping Pismo open is to 
them, with 70% of off-road sales being 
Dynamics. three-wheelers. Michael 
Kersey of Yamaha, Jeffery Shetler of 
Kawasaki and Paul Golde of the 
Motorcyle Industry Council repres- 
ented the manufacturers. 


Speakers were told weeks before 
that their speeches had to be limited 
to 15 minutes. All the off-roaders had 
speeches prepared at the 15-minute 
length; however, when it came time 
to deliver them, the rule changed to 
allow only 3 minute speeches! All the 
off-roaders had to cut their time by a 
fifth and much information was not 
given. Curiously, all the environ- 
mental groups had beautiful, infor- 
mative propaganda complete with 
slide shows, and they were, (yep, you 
guessed it) three minutes long. Sounds 
like a railroad job! 

First speaker for off-roaders was 
Rance Lewis, head of the local Cali- 
fornia Association of 4-wheel Drives. 
He gave as good a presentation as 
could be given in the limited time, 
using slides and overhead projectors 
to address a plan to control dune 
access. Bob Barnes gave a fiery speech 
on a new staging area, close to town 
instead of Oso Flaco as the county 
prefers. Bob also presented several 
thousand signed letters from con- 
cerned off-roaders all over the state. 

The State Parks and Recreation 
Department, which owns the beach 
front park, opposes a moratorium, 
according to Ross Henry from the 
State. Don Shultz, of the Department 


of Fish and Game, complained that 
the county’s proposed staging area at 
Oso Flaco Lake was a poor one 
because of the extremely sensitive 
wetland area. He called for closure of 
all vegetated areas around the dunes. 

There was a lot of testimony des- 
cribing destruction of the dunes 
caused by 4-WD.s, dune buggies and 
especially 3-wheelers. The Fish and 
Game Department warned that Pismo 
Dunes is one of the five State areas in 
greatest need of protection. 

James Ryerson, of the Coastal 
Commission Staff, stated that the 
situation is currently out of control. 
Steven La Marine gave a well pre- 
pared slide show, picturing three- 
wheelers littering, tearing down fen- 
ces, racing up streets in town and 
making trails in the green areas. If he 
made one of you bozos a movie star, 
thanks a lot! Your pin-headed activi- 
ties may have persuaded the Com- 
mission to close the dunes! 

Local interests were divided. The 
Chamber of Commerce wants to have 
no restrictions of off-road vehicles, 
citing loses of millions to local busi- 
nessmen. The Oceano Improvement 
Association however, wants to close 
the major vehicle access at Oceano 
ramp. Patricia Beck of the County 
Planners Department said that on a 
holiday weekend 20,000 to 50,000 
people camp on the beach. She stated 
the county doesn’t want to ban off- 
road vehicles, just limit them to the 
carrying capacity of the area. James 
Ryerson also went on to say that the 
Coastal Commission agreed with the 
county on all but three areas: 1. the 
Commission does not have the 
authority to impose a moratorium 
like the county proposes; 2. closing 
down coastal access to one kind of 
recreation conflicts with the Coastal 
Plan; 3. the Commision staff opposes 
off-road vehicle access at Oso Flaco 
Lake, as proposed by the county. 


Groups like Dune Awareness and 
Santa Barbara ATC Club are coop- 
erating with Parks and Recreation to 
set upan interim patrol of the dunes. 
Anyone caught making new trails in 
the green areas would be fined $500 
with a possible six months jail sent- 
ence for distroying public property. 

The dune partol will be experienced 
riders on 250Rs. Littering laws will 
be strictly enforced. If you are caught 
littering, you will be subject to the 
same misdemeanor charges as des- 
truction of public property. Park rangers 
are already writing citations for any 
modified exhaust and no flags in the 
dunes. 

These added enforcement rules are | 
to keep the dunes open. We must 
abide by them if we don't want com- 
plete dune closure. The entire plan, 
including the dune closing, will be 
back before the Commission members 
in two or three months for what 
Commission members said they hoped 
would be final action. 

Tips for dune users: 1. leave your 
exhaust stock — the rangers are writ- 
ing $40 tickets all day long; 2. keep a 
10-foot flag, orange of red, on each 
unit; 3. no littering — if you haul it 
in, haul it out; 4. wear helmets — the 
sand is soft, but if your bike lands on 
your head, you're not likely to walk 
away (sure you look cool in a baseball 
cap, but you'll be cool in the ground; 
5. speed limit is 15 mph on the beach 
and within 50 feet of camp sites; 6. 
remember — enjoy, don't destroy! ATV

Sundahl, Wax, 
Brown, Gilmore and 
Hawkings pop suds 
in Dome

HOUSTON, TX, MAR. 19-20 


The moment of truth was about to be 
unveiled. Since the Wrangler Supercross 
race in Seattle, WA, Pace Management has 
i onsideration to having another three- 















wheel and Odyssey race in con- 
junction with their Supercross 
program in the Houston Astro- 
dome. It worked, and it came 
off — in fact — they brought down 
the house in some of the most dra- 


matic racing ever seen in front of the 
17,000 plus MX fans. 


Friday 

Before the Supercross program had 
started, Dean Sundahl and teammate 
Mark “Wax” Weixeldorfer were 
brought out, not to race but for the 
parade lap. As halftime approached, 
six three-wheelers were brought out 
to give a two-lap demonstration of 
what would take place right after the 
crowd reaction was desirable and 
nothing short of amazing. 


By 11:30 p.m. the 250cc class three- 
wheelers sat on the line waiting tor 
Doug Richards to wave the green 
flag. As the flag dropped, Sundahl 
jumped out in front followed by 
Mike Coe and Jimmy White. Thirty 
seconds later the 200cc class left the 
line to be headed by 3-B Lightning's 
Marty Hart, on a 175 Tri-moto. Wax 
followed along with Curtis Sparks 
right on his rear tire. By the third lap 
Sundahl and Coe started to pull away 
from the pack, and by the fourth lap 
Sparks was able to get around Wax 
and Hart. 

There were 13 250s as Sparks started 
to reel his way into the number eight 
position overall, when for some 
unknown reason Sparks' motor re- 
fused to give fire. 

The battle in the 250s continued. 
Bobby Poe reeeled in White and set 
his sights on Coe. Mickey Dunlap, on 
the other hand, all the way from Seat- 
tle, had gotten a bad start in the 200cc 
class but was picking his way through 
the pack in hopes of catching the 
leaders. 

With two laps left, all stops were 
pulled out in order to get the best 
finishing position possible. The 
crowd sensed the last minute charge 
and acted accordingly, cheering at 
the top of their lungs. 






Sundahl had the 250cc class in his 
pocket with Coe second. Poe held a 
solid third with Kelly Johnston 
charging his way to fourth. Rich 
Brehm, who started out in eighth, 
man-handled his 250R to round out 
the top five. 

The 200s played handlebar to han- 
dlebar games throughout the entire 
race. Hartand Wax battled as if there 
were no tomorrow, and they meant 
business. Hart came out of the back 
section over one of the jumps with 
Wax right on his tires. Hart held his 
line while Wax proceeded to use Hart 
asa berm. Wax was first, Hart second 
and Dunlap landed third. Rick Mar- 
tin was able to get by Jeff Haynes to 
land fourth. 

"T really got tired late in the race,” 
said Hart. “The bumps took their 
toll. Most of the jumps were off set, so 
when my back tire hit, one wheel hit 
ata time which really jolted me. Wax 
and I really had a battle. The only 
reason he got by was when we were 
coming over the big jump, I was on 
the right, and he was on the left, and 
he cameall the way across and hit me 
like I was a berm. Oh well, there will 
be another race.” 

Poe said later, ''My bike was not set 
up for this track, I needed more grunt 
on the low end, but man I loved it.

Saturday 

"Following tonight's race, you will 
see the Odysseys in action,” was the 
remark announcer Larry Huffman 
made. Much like the night before, 
three Odysseys came out during 
intermission, not just three Odysseys 
but the very clean and sano units of 
Hillside Honda's. Eddie Brown, Ted 
Winkle and Donald Chase didn't 
exactly go around the track, due to the 
way the jumps were set up, but instead 
gave the crowd a little preview of 
what was to come by doing starts and 
racing back and forth on the front 
straightaway. That gotattention right 
there as the crowd sounded their 
approval. 


As the Supercross program ended, 
much to everyone'samazement out of 
the 29,412 spectators some 16,000 
stayed to witness these Modified 
wonders take to the track, but not 
before a little work could be done to 
the track.

Donald Chase 
followed in second with Andre DeSoto 
in third. The drivers got more than 
they bargained for, as the different 
type jumps proved to be something 
not taken lightly. 

Brown started right away to put 
distance between himself and Win- 
kle. While other competitors battled 
each other, some battled to stay on all 
four wheels. This completely blew 
the crowd out...they loved it! 

As the white flag came out, Chase, 
who had first locked up in the Super 
Stocks, developed a flat tire. Gilmore 
took advantage of the situation and 
headed for the checkered in first. 

Chase never let up as the crowd 
rooted him on for second. “I didn't 
come all this way for nothing; I was 
going to finish or crash trying," 
declared a very tired Chase.

Talk about trouble! 

My name is Jerry Brehany; you’ll 
find my name in the sixth finisher 
position in the 250cc three-wheeler 
class of the Parker 400 results. I am 
writing this to let you know that des- 
pite mine and Rick's time of 7:14 the 
least you could of done was mention 
us in your article. I mean come on, 
you think the other guys had prob- 
lems? Let me tell you about prob- 
lems! 

Not three miles from the start my 
throttle stuck, and I endoed the bike, 
tearing the left half of my handlebars 
off. I was to find out later that gave 
me a hairline fracture of my tailbone. 
Well, a spectator gave me a ride back 
to the start where I took apart another 
ATC for the handlebars, went back to 
the bike and repaired the racebike. I 
left the starting line at 6:49, and when 
I left the breakdown point it was 8:25. 
Now you try riding the first 85 miles 
of the California side with a slightly 
painful tailbone. 

I knew the cars were behind by 
about a half an hour but was too 
dazed to really be concerned. The 
Class One cars caught me at check- 
point one, a memorable moment you 
can be sure. It was here I gave the bike 
to my co-rider Rick MacLean where 
he headed for the California finish. 
Not five miles down athe road, half a 
dozen Class One cars caught him, 
causing him to dump the bike twice, 
as Mickey Thompson’s car caught 
his right footand threw him from the 
bike. He then sped scared to death 
over the finish line on the California 
side. 

Now since the first four cars fin- 
ished about half an hour before us, 
that left only a half hour lead on the 
Arizona freeway side. They caught 
up with the bike at checkpoint two. 


The bike was dumped a few more’ 


times, but Rick had to pull over and 
let them by. 

After all that, we did finish with no 
sponsors, no professional help, and 
for our first race I don’t think we did 
too badly.

Winter National

FREMONT, CA, FEB. 27 


It was Baylands Raceway in the heart of the 
beautiful Bay Area playing host to the in- 
augural Winter National Championship 
Race Kart races. All the top Pros in Califor- 


nia traveled the distance to 
match their skills and strength 
against the other top competi- 
tors and the beautiful, fast and 
demanding high-banked oval 
track. 

Some of the top names in the 
Open Pros included Winston West 
sprint car and Super Modified 
Champion Scott Murray, two-time 
Baylands winner Greg Peterson, two- 
time Grand National Champion Jeff 
Nelson (sponsored by Invader Kart- 
ing)and the very popular Tim Meyers, 
Jr., sponsored by Performance Kart- 





ing. With all these heavy hitters in 
the Pro class, the competition was 
well above par. 


'The day before the races were to be 
held, the track held a special warm- 
up session, and with a good number 
of the racers showing up, it left no 
doubt in anyone's mind that the track 
was in excellent condition. 


The weather Saturday morning for 
the opening session of qualifying 
saw spectacular weather. Tempera- 
ture in the high 60s and blue skies for 
as far as the eye could see greeted over 
150 entrants and the crowd of over-

flowing fans. The performances in 
the Open Pros were nothing but fan- 
tastic. Never in the year at the new 
track had a kart been under 13 seconds 
for a single lap. All that changed in 
the first part of qualifying as the 
Open Pros hit the track. Greg Peter- 
son led the way with a hot lap time of 
12.75 followed very closely by another 
brilliant lap time of 12.99 seconds by 
'Tim Meyers, Jr., with the rest of the 
qualifiers all the way back to the 
bump of 13.85. The times were not 
only fast in that class alone, but a 
super lap was turned in almost every 
class. 

The schedule in the program indi- 
cated Saturday was just for qualify- 
ing and for one heat race, but the 
decision was made to run the whole 
race on Saturday instead of both Sat- 
urday and Sunday. The National 
Weather Department in the BayArea 
called for a 60% chance of heavy rains 
early in the morning, and track owner 
Terry Kniss was forced to make the 
move. Not many complaints were 
heard as everybody was eager to race. 
The qualifying was completed with 
the heats starting to get paired up. 

The opening heat race saw the Open 
Pros spring into action and with the 
starting field of 12 lined up for the 
parade lap, the spectators stood up to 
cheer the Pros around. As the drivers 
came out of turn four, it was Meyers 
and Peterson picking up speed and 
taking the green flag. Into the first 
turn, it was Peterson on the high side 
of the track while Meyers chose to 


stay in the low groove. The action 
was very close with Peterson's kart 
seeming to have a slight horsepower 
edge. Coming from the back of the 
pack was Al Megenity pulling past 
Meyersand pulling into second. When 
the checkered flag fell, it was Peter- 
son with the win followed by Megin- 
ity and Meyers with Murray in fourth. 
The way the winner would be 
decided was a total points system, the 
racer with the least amount of points 
becoming the champion. 
"Thesecond heat of the Pros brought 
all 12 racers back out onto the track 
with Murray and Peterson getting 
the green and making turn one ahead 
of therest of the field. As the two karts 
came out of turn three, it was Megin- 
ity moving low on the track and slip- 
ping by both karts to grab the lead. 
'These three drivers moved well out 
ahead of the rest, while the field 
stayed bunched up. When the check- 
ered flag fell, it was Megenity win- 
ning by a length, followed by Peter- 
son. Hanging on to third was Murray. 
The stage was set for the main with 
all the racers and their crews making 
some last-minute changes on their 
karts. With the event being run in 
just one day, due to the length of time 
from the heat races, all the mains 
would be run under the lights. When 
the karts came onto the track, it was 
once again all 12 Pros lined up, and 
what a super sight it was as all the 
karts came around turn four. 
When the green flag fell it was 
Meyers and his Performance Karting 





special taking the lead and diving 
into turn one. Following very tightly 
were the karts of Peterson and 
Megenity. With these three karts 
stealing the show and setting the 
Baylands course on fire, the fans 
really took a look at what might be 
one of the fastest and growingest 
types of motorsports around. As 
Meyers entered turn one, his kart got 
hold of a berm which put him into 
the Baylands’ infield. While he tried 
to get his kart straightened out, 
Peterson and Megenity went on by 
along with four other karts. 

Peterson seemed to have the advan- 
tage on the straights and with his 
horsepower it left only Megenity using 
his skills in the turns to stay within 
striking distance. One of the better 
pieces of driving skills in the race 
came as Meyers made a charge from 
the rear while trying to catch the lead 
pack. 

As the white flag fell, Peterson slid 
into turn one even with Megenity. 
The two came out of the turn with 
Peterson grabbing the lead and burst- 
ing down the back straight. When the 
flag fell at the end, it was Peterson 
nipping Meginity for the win and 
Murray beating out a hard-running 
Meyers for third. The overall title of 
the first annual Winter Nationals 
Open Pro Championship went to 
Peterson of Sacramento, CA, along 
with the $325 for first place. Second 
was Megenity of San Jose for the 
second place money of $225 and rack- 
ing up enough points for third was 
veteran sprint car driver Scott Mur- 
ray, taking home $100 third-place 
money. Comments from the Pros 
were all very positive, and: all had 
praise for the Baylands' crews which 
put on a flawless show. 

Otheraction saw Barry Price sweep 
everything in sight as he guided his 
kart to three brilliant wins on his way 
to the 100cc Super Stock Heavyweight 
title. 

Other top finishers for the nation- 
als were Cliff Maderia in the 100cc 
Stock class, as he swept all the races to 
take the title, and Jeff Gordon in the 
Rookie Juniors class as he also swept 
through the field to take home the 
title as well as the huge trophy. 


One of the most exciting races of 
the night came in the main event of 
the 100cc Novice Lights as a field of 
20 karts crowded the Baylands course 
to see who would take home the title. 
Asall karts came down the straight, it 
was a mad scramble into turn one. 
Some parts of the turn saw four and 
fivecars abreast out of turn two. With 
half the laps gone, it was Rick Martin 
and Bill Dollamite turning up the 
dirt and hitting the turns with brute 
power. When the white flag fell, two 
more drivers and their karts made up 
distance and got into contention. 
When the checkered flag fell it was 
Martin coming up with the win fol- 
lowed by Dollamite and David Brat- 
ton. The comments from the track 
and the officials were nothing short 
of great as plans for next year's Win- 
ter Nationals and some slight im- 
provements will be put into action in 
the near future. ATV

Sparks, Coe draw

CANAL FULTON, OH, FEB. 28 
Mike Reisinger looked virtually 
.unbeatable as he exploded off 
the line on his 400 Maico at Gran 
Prix Raceway today. Within two 
laps on the one and a quarter-mile 
track, Reisinger was passing and lap- 
ping tbe small-bore Hondas and 
Yamahas. But Reisinger's competitive 
spirit and a brutally rought track 
combined to bring the Maico to a 
clanging stop. 

Foot-deep frozen ruts remained 
from last week's race so suspension 
systems and frame members came un- 
der terrific stress. Reisinger, with 
nearly a lap lead, refused to let off the 
gas and finally, over one particularly 
high jump, Reisinger's bike's rear 
sprocket bolts let loose, leaving him 
with plenty of power but no way to 
transmit it to the ground. 

At this point Jeff Jana, on a Honda 
250R, jumped into first place and 
carried his momentum through to the 
checkered flag to carry home the 
overall trophy. Jama’s overall win 
allowed Park Honda's Rick Schrader 
to move into the first slot in the 250cc 
class. This win, however, did not come 
easy as Schrader had to fight off 
determined charges by last week's 
winner Dan Potter. Potter could get 
right up to Schrader's exhaust pipe, 
but Potter just couldn't reach deep 
enough today to blast by. 

Kevin Hillyard carried home his fir- 
st gold plaque in the Modified Division 
on a new 250 Park Honda. Hillyard 
moved up from the 200cc class and af- 
ter putting in an excellent ride, 
discovered that with equal horsepower 
and suspension, he actually could keep 
right up with the leaders. 

The hardest and most inspired ride 
of the day undoubtably came from 
Kevin's father, Charlie Hillyard, 
aboard Kevin's discarded 200 Honda. 
With no suspension, the ruts and jum- 
ps were treacherous as Charlie hung in 
tough for a sixth in the largest class of 
the day. For their efforts, this team 
received a standing ovation from 
their fellow racers. 

Mike Pozega looked exceptionally 
fast as he drove his 175 Yamaha to first 
in his class and in the course defeated 
every 200 on the track also. The 125cc 
class featured a see-saw battle between 
George Fawver and Len Arras. Fawver 
led for the major portion of the event, 
but he could never gain any ground on 
Arras who had attached himself to 
Fawver's rear fender. Finally when the 
race came down to the last few laps, 
Arras scooted by and charged through 
the checkered flag in first. ATV

Four-stroke tuning 





Better per£ormance 


through carburetion

Probably the foremost expert in the four- 
stroke tuning of three-wheelers is Curtis 
Sparks of ATC Performance Factory. This 
fact alone may raise a few eyebrows, consid- 


ering Sparks is only 23 years 
old. Yet, Sparks has been work- 
ing with four-strokes since the 
age of 16 along with two- 
strokes. '"There's something about a 
strong sounding four-stroker, and 
when everything is right, there's 
nothing like it,” comments Sparks. 

Aside from having his own per- 
formance shop, Sparks also races for 
Honda's three-wheel team and just 
happens to be one of the premier rid- 
ers on the tracks today. 

Getting the most out of your four- 
stroke is only as expensive as you 


. make .it, from. the -mild mannered: 





approach to the complete throw-me- 
down overhaul. Just when you think 
you're ready for the complete re-do 
— wait — you may have overlooked 
the little minor modifications that 
could save you time and money. 


Just by playing with carburetion, 


_ youcan turn night into day, which in 


many cases is overlooked. “Most of 
the problems that I’ve encountered 
stem from the ATCI10 on up to the 
200cc bikes. They are too lean on the 
top end and usually that's the way 
they come from the factory," reflected 
Sparks. “That can be easily solved by 
installing a larger main jet."- === -* 


(Clockwise from top left) When replacing stock 
carburetors, flange change is required (left).

How can you tell if your engine is 
too lean? “After the engine has been 
warmed up, take it out of gear and 
run the throttle wide open for not 
more than five seconds. In that period 
reach down and feather the choke on 
and off. With that the motor should 
respond, and if the motor is lean 
when you pull the choke on a little 
bit, the motor will start revving up. 

“Tf it’s jetted pretty close, it will 
start slowing down when you richen 
the mixture with the choke. This is 
one of the simplest ways of checking 
your jetting which you can do at 
home. As far as a stock carburetor, 
there are no other modifications that 
can be made,” explains Sparks. 

But there are a couple of things you 
can do to the stock intake system, like 
"installing a K&N air filter on the 
back of the carburetor and removing 
the airbox completely which is the 
way I run my bikes, or if you're run- 
ning in a lot of mud and sand K&N 
makes a replacement filter that will 
fit right in his/her stock air box. If 
the stock box is used, holes should be 
drilled in the bottom of the air box, 
say half inch holes. This will allow 
the carb to breath efficently. Using 
this method will also call for main jet 
change — bigger," Sparks notes. 

Now that you have played with 
your stocker and are looking for a 
little more excitement, modified carbs 
can be purchased right from ATC 
Performance Factory. “The 90s'and 














110s up to 130cc we run a 22mm Kei- 
hin (stock on a 110 is 18mm), and 
anything from 130 to 180cc we run a 
26mm carburetor. Keihins seem to 
run better due to the difference in the 
intake pulse of a two-and four-stroke 
engine, four-stroke being the weaker. 
Keihins seem to be tailored more toa 
four-stroke; it will give youa smoother 
power range, easier to jet, and you 
will not get any flat spots," adds 
Sparks. "Keihin's may be a little 
expensive, but in the long run should 
eliminate any headaches that you 
might encounter by running, say, a 
Mikuni. : sd 

"At one time Mikuni did make a 
good four-stroke carburetor, it was a 
24mm designed for the XR75s back 
when they were popular. But now 
you can't get them; that's the reason 
for the switch," Sparks remembers. 

What kind of horsepower differ- 
ence is there? "Well as far as peak 
horsepower, they are about the same, 
but on a power curve — say Mikuni 
was making six horsepower at 3000 
rpm — a Keihin would make close to 
seven or eight horsepower at the same 
rpm. It would just have a flatter 
power curve; the response is a whole 
lot better along with greater low 
end.” 

There is another way of testing 
your carb for jetting other than the 
method we discussed earlier. -Take 
your three-wheeler out and get plug 
readings after you have riden your 
bike fora while. Todo this, you make 
acouple of hard passes — run it from 
a dead stop all the way into fourth, 
then shut if off cleanly, coast to a 
stop, pull out the plug, and that will 
give you a reading to go from. If the 
plug is a light tan color, that means 
it’s lean, and if the plug is dark 
brown, that means it's too rich. From 
there, try to find a happy medium by 
changing main jets. 

For the 185s and 200cc bikes, Sparks 
claims, “There are no real secrets. All 
the so-called secrets are tied up in the 
head. It's just a matter of doing 
things right as far as carburetion, 
cam timing and a good exhaust sys- 
tem. A28 mm Keihin is recommended 
for the 185 and 200cc bikes." 

There are also some carb changes 
which ATC Performance Factory sells 
asa complete carburetor kit. Changes 
include changing the metering rod. 
The rod has six notches on it, and 
there is a clip which is usually in the 
center position. Raising the clip low- 
ers the needle and leans out the mid- 
range. Lowering the clip and raising 
the needle will richen it up. On 
Sparks' bike, he ran the clip at the 
bottom. This allows him to run the 
mid-range rich. On an all out racer 
that has a modified race engine, a 125 
main jet is recommended. 

If you're going to bolt a carburetor 
kit on a stock engine, you would still 
leave the needle in the same position 
and run a 120 main jet which, of 
course, is not as big. Add a K&N air 
filter, and you are ready to tear them 
up. 

Some special notes must be taken 
when installing the modified carbu- 
retor kit. It's necessary to modify the 
throttle assembly to make sure the 
carburetor slide opens all the way. If 
not modified, you will only get about 
three-fourths throttle. 

One last item: If you're going for 
the modified carburetor, it makes 
sense to go one step further. That is 
an exhaust system; it's sorta like put- 
ting the icing on the cake. ATC Per- 
formance has developed such an 
exhaust system to complement their 
carburetor kit. What you have now is 
a very reliable bolt-on package full of 
performance and fun.

Wax pitched a chain, and Johnson 
closed in. Wax restarted and right at 
the finish line area pitched it again. 
Johnson moved into the lead, and 
Wax put on his chain and went into 
the pits. 

Johnson lapped the remaining two 
machines when Wax returned with 
only eight laps to go. Wax was now 
in second position and Johnson hav- 
inga strong lead. After therace John- 
son commented, ''I saw Wax putting 
his chain on, but I didn't know he 
was going into the pits.

Taustas goo's 
through Mud Bog ll 


and wins

Mud racing has always beena part of central 
California farmers' lives. They race tractors, 


pickups, 


jeeps and now three-wheelers. 


Three-wheelers of all sizes and tires were in 


evidence at the Mud Bog II, the 
second mud race of its kind in 
Buellton, about 50 miles north 
of Santa Barbara. 


The turnout surprised even the 
promoter Tracy Stephen. They ex- 
pected about 1,000 people, but when 
4,000 showed up it was far beyond 
anyone's expectations. All profits 

went to the Santa Ynez Valley 4-H 
Clubs to help finance their projects. 

The race consisted of a pit dug 100 
feet by 15 feet wide, filled with a 
gooey sticky mud, not your everyday 
dirt mud but a mixture of adobe clay 
and water. It was so sticky that anyone 
blundering into the pit had to be 
pulled out by two or three other 
people. 

Starting this type of race is unique 
in that only one vehicle at a time is 
allowed in the race pit. Each three- 
wheeler is given a 15-foot head start 
before it gets to the mud. Most three- 
wheelers were able to get into second 
gear before they hit the mud. From 
then on, it was a question of power, 
traction and skill. Three-wheelers 
came in all sizes and configurations 
from a Honda 90 frame with an 80cc 


Suzuki, toa Honda 185 frame withan . 


XR500 engine and dual tires. 

Once again, Honda was the most 
prominent make of three-wheeler 
there. Out of 25 bikes, 20 were Hon- 
das. There were.two Tri-Motos and 
three Suzuki-powered units, includ- 
ing Mike Norcutt's TM250 with full 
suspension. 

It was hard to classify many of the 
three-wheelers so only two classes 
were allowed. Stock class consisted of 
stock engines with few modifications 
and two rear tires, to modified with 
unlimited engine and tire combin- 
ations. 

It was a scientific approach that 
won this race. If you had too much 
traction, you would get stuck because 
of not enough power to pull. Many 
bikes with duals and large paddle 
tires went no further than the dead 
stock bikes. The exception was Bob 
Taustas, Honda 500cc in a 185 frame, 
with over 40 horsepower and two 
paddles and two knobby tires on the 
rear. He had the only three-wheel to 
go the full distance. 

Taustas took top eliminator early 
in the day, giving everyone else a goal 
to shoot for. Unfortunatley, no. one 


came even close. In the Modified class 
after Taustas was Mike Norcutt on 
his homemade 250cc Suzuki at 65 
feet. Norcutt had a good combina- 
tion with plenty of ground clearance, 
power and paddles. 

In the Stock class, the team from 
Santa Barbara ATC Club swept the 
field. Sponsored by Richard's Imports 
in Santa Barbara, they definitely came 
to win. First place went to Lee For- 
shey of Goleta on a 250R Honda with 
a distance of 63 feet, followed by Mike 
Bishop of Santa Barbara, also on a 
250R, at 62 feet with third place 
going to Mark Laudon of Goleta on, 
what else?, a 250R with a distance of 
60 feet. 

All two-stroke bikes had a problem 
with loading up between runs. Future 
races will have to have a staging area 
to clean out the engines before each 
race to assure maximum horsepower. 
Each bike that went into the pit had 
to be pulled out by a winch cable, a 
wait that proved fatal to peak per- 
formance. 

Four-stroke bikes did quite well for 
their engine size. These engines have 
a lot broader powerband, and it was 
evident when they started to get stuck. 
Two-strokes came off the pipe quickly 
and died, while thumpers had much 
more torque and lasted longer. The 
only reason the 250Rs did so well is 
they had more momentum built up 
at the start of the mud pit. 

Many riders made the mistake of 
popping wheelies into the mud which 
brought them to an abrupt stop. The 
secret seemed to be lean far forward at 
the start and then shift your weight 
rearward as you hit the mud, allow- 
ing the front tire to skate through the 
mud. Another tip: don't take off the 
chain guard as the mud carries small 
pebbles that get caught between the 
chain and sprocket, contributing to 
broken chains. 

"Towards the end of the day Taus- 
tas' 500cc monster bike went out of 
control and wheelied into the crowd. 
Luckily, no one was hurt unless you 
count Taustas' prideand white pants. 

The central coast three-wheelers 
will get together again soon for some 
more good clean fun in about six 
months for Mud Bog III; we will keep 
you informed as to when and where.
